The D and tlie few words 
nr© DcLoach, and the lining- and "Lot me see it" are Hoover, who usually initialed 
as he did hare. If Goble interests you I can tell you a bit about him but he isn t 
relevant in thic matter.

Nosenko told 
the FBI that the KGB suspected Oswald was a "slsoper" or an. agent in place, naned- 
lately Nosenko was abused beyohd belief and sequestered. The FBI, from which I've 
gotten more records inthh recent past, wanted further accosu to Nosenko and didn't 
get it. Not for at least three years if ever. It was like pushing buttons. I have 
those FBI reports &n my office.
